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The Problem | 


Food quackery continues despite the efforts of regulatory agen- 
cies and the educational programs of responsible industry, government, 


and the health professions. 


The estimate made a few years ago that this racket is costing 


10 million Americans over $500 million a year is still believed to be 
conservative. The natural desire for good health is exploited by false 


claims for special food products. This is the most widespread and ex- d 


pensive form of medical quackery today. 


Vitamin and mineral food supplements may of course serve a use- 


ful purpose when they are required for some special reason. Certainly 


these products in ordinary doses are not harmful in themselves. 

But when unknowing or unscrupulous promoters distort the facts 
and claim benefits against diseases or symptoms which are not caused 
by a dietary deficiency at all - the results can be tragic. People who 
have serious medical problems are being misled by these false claims to 
rely on products which do not actually help them. Such persons may fail 
to get proper medical attention until it is too late. Others cannot af- 
ford such products - priced far beyond their actual value. 

The American consumer has become health conscious, diet conscious, 
weight conscious, vitamin conscious, mineral conscious, fat conscious, 
and protein conscious, but he has limited knowledge to ‘deal with these 
new concepts. . He has been made aware of important nutritional factors 
and developments, but his knowledge has not reached the point where he 


can distinguish between sound nutritional advice and nutritional nonsense. 


He hears the words vitamins, minerals, protein, polyunsaturates, etc., 
so often that he feels much happier if he sees one or two of them on the 
label of any food he buys. In addition, he is being constantly told that 
he must improve his diet with some type of "food supplement" if he is to 
enjoy good health. As a result, many consumers find it very difficult 

. to make a rational choice of their foods. 
Nutritional Quackery Violates Federal Law 

It is a violation of Federal law to make false and misleading 
claims in the labeling or advertising of foods, drugs, and cosmetics. 

The Food and Drug Administration has the principal Federal re- 
sponsibility for curbing nutritional quackery through enforcement of the 
law against false and misleading labeling (the Federal Food, Drug, and 
Cosmetic Act). This is done through seizure of falsely labeled products 

” and criminal prosecution of violators. FDA also cooperates closely with 

i the Federal Trade Commission and the Post Office Department in their en- 
forcement of the laws pertaining to false advertising and use of the mails 
to defraud. 


Enforcement Progress Since the First Congress on Quackery 


The enforcement program against false and misleading promotions 


for nutritional products, including lecturers, spielers and house-to- 
house salesmen, has continued as a priority project. 
4 The range of recent enforcement actions is illustrated by the 
following partial list: 
- Seizure of additional lots of Nutri-Bio, a vitamin-mineral sup- 


plement nationally promoted through door-to-door peddling by approximately 
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75,000 distributors. One medium for the disease claims charged false 
and misleading was a book written by Bob Cummings, a movie and TV actor 
designated by the Nutri-Bio Corporation as executive vice-president in 


charge of research. An area salesman in Chicago alone destroyed 50 tons 


of books and literature charged to contain false claims. 

.- Seizure, injunction and criminal prosecution actions against 
sellers of seawater and sea salt. These firms and individuals were 
using as labeling reprints of articles by Dr. George W. Crane, nationally 
syndicated medical column writer. Dr. Crane's columns extolled minerals 
from sea water for practically every disease of mankind, including can- 
cer, but with special emphasis on arthritis and other afflictions of the 
aged, 

- Criminal and injunction actions against Dr. Royal Lee, a non- 


practicing dentist who recommended more than 115 so-called nutritional 


products for more than 500 different diseases and conditions. 

. Seizure of the best-seller book "Calories Don't Count," used 
in promotion of safflower oil capsules for weight reducing, lowering 
blood cholesterol, treating arteriosclerosis, and for other purposes. 
The book was written by Dr. Herman Taller, a physician and stockholder 
of Cove Vitamin and Pharmaceutical, Inc., distributor of C.D.C. brand 
capsules of safflower oil. 

- Prosecution of Nature Food Centres, a corporation selling 
"natural and organic" foods, for violations arising in part out of pub- 
lic lectures given by one of its officers. In the lectures the firm's 


food products were promoted for conditions ranging from heart disease to 


colds. 


. Seizure of a large number of vitamin, mineral, and other food 
supplements charged misbranded as a result of national radio broadcasts 
by Carlton Fredericks, self-styled nutrition expert. Fredericks had 
recommended the products for a wide variety of diseases. The Government 
also took issue with the broadcaster's claim that he is ''America's Fore- 
most Nutritionist." This’ statement appeared on the front cover of his 
diet book entitled 'Eat, Live and Be Merry,'' which was seized in a 
"health food" store where it was displayed beside the supplement. 

This seizure is still pending in the courts. 

An enforcement development worthy of special mention was a Federal 
court ruling that 12 brands of "weight reducing" and "appetite depressant" 
products containing phenylpropanolamine (PPA) as the active ingredient . 
were worthless for that purpose. All were manufactured by a single firm 
and distributed under various brand names. The Government produced ex- 
tensive clinical and animal studies to prove that 75 milligrams of PPA 
per day, as recommended, will not control weight. The manufacturer in- 
serted in each bottle of capsules an 1,180-calorie chart, with a state- 
ment that in order to lose weight calorie intake must be reduced and cer- 
tain types of food avoided. The court ruled that the label statement 
"Unitrol - that's all’ was misleading since the prospective purchaser 
was given no hint at the time he buys the capsules that he must diet in 
order to lose weight. This case is on appeal, but meanwhile the spon- 
sors of the drug are under an injunction. 

The American public's most serious nutritional problem is excess 


weight, and promoters of dietary specialties have not missed the opportun- 


ity to offer to the gullible various schemes purporting to enable one 
to lose pounds without dieting. 


A number of new seizures were made during 1963 on charges of mis- 
leading claims for weight reduction. The labeling of a dietary food sup- 
plement promised that it was effective for removing pounds and inches 
in 8 hours, and that one need diet only one meal a day and eat normally 
otherwise, without counting calories. 

During fiscal 1963, 632 official samples of vitamins and foods 
for special dietary uses were examined by 2,716 assays. Some products 
contained numerous vitamins, each requiring a separate assay. Fifteen 
seizure actions were taken against products containing less than the de- 
clared amounts of vitamins. 

On another front, a major overhaul in the special dietary food 
regulations has been proposed as a step toward curbing nutritional quack- 
ery. The proposed regulations would spell out the specific labeling in- 
formation deemed necessary to facilitate intelligent purchase and use. 
The new proposals would replace regulations in effect since 1941 and made 
obsolete by scientific progress in the field. 

An organized attempt to block the proposed changes by those want- 
ing "health foods" to remain in status quo resulted in a deluge of pro- 
tests to Congress and the Department. Thousands signed postcards fur- 
nished by organizations opposed to the regulations. Many of those who 
filled out the cards obviously misunderstood the proposals. They had 
been led to believe that the regulations would require prescriptions for 
vitamin and mineral products, put "health food" stores out of business, 


and interfere with the sale of nutritional products from natural sources. 


The proposed regulations are an attempt to give consumers the 
advantage of 1963 knowledge of nutrition and are not intended to pre- 
vent the sale of any useful, honestly represented product. Many help- 
ful comments have been received, and are now under study. Action on 
them has been delayed by necessity for giving first attention to regula- 


tions required by the Kefauver-Harris Drug Amendments of 1962. 


The Educational Program 


Law enforcement, of course, is only part of the answer to quackery. 
Even more important is helping the public to understand the facts about 
nutrition and to warn people against false claims and theories. To this 
end, an educational program against food faddism and quackery is jointly 
sponsored by the American Medical Association, the National Better Busi- 
ness Bureau, and the Food and Drug Administration. Effective educational 
programs are also carried on by such organizations as the American Home 
Economics Assocation, the American Dietetic Association, the American 
Public Health Association, the Nutrition Foundation and the Institute of 
Home Economics in the U.S. Department of Agriculture. 


In March of this year these organizations were joined by the As- 
sociation of Colleges of Pharmacy in efforts to issue and distribute in- 
formative public statements to combat nutritional quackery. A symposium 
depicting the pharmacist's role in protecting the public from quacks and 
quackery was a feature of the annual meeting of the American Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association in May 1963. 


A highlight of the FDA educational program was the release of new 
information on the nutritional quality of the "total diet'' of the hypo- 
thetical average 16-19 year-old boy. (See under "The Truth About Our 
Food Supply" below.) 

On the "negative" side of the information picture, the faddists, 
pseudo-scientists, and self-styled experts are becoming more and more 
organized and more determined in spreading misinformation. There are 


now several groups or organizations in this country who are taking the 


leadership in spreading nutritional nonsense. And most of them have a 


stake in the sale of so-called natural foods and vitamins. Among these 
are the Boston Nutrition Society; Natural Food Associates with headquart- 
ers at Atlanta, Tex.; National Health Federation with headquarters at 
Moravia, Calif.; and the American Nutrition Society and the Academy of 
Applied Nutrition, both with headquarters at Los Angeles, Calif. 


Natural Food Associates is a leading advocate of the use of 
"natural" foods and a foe of all processed foods, fluoridation of water, 
and use of commercial fertilizers and pesticides. It is the basic phi- 
losophy of this group that all mental and metabolic diseases are caused 
by commercially produced foods. 


The National Health Federation is waging a vigorous and often 
vicious campaign which misinforms, clouds issues, and misleads consumers, 
legislators, and their own members, on where the best interest of the 
public lies. The principles of nutrition and health expressed by the 
Federation are not supported by present-day nutritional and medical ex- 
perts. The organization has supported completely discredited medical 
treatments such as the Hoxsey Cancer Treatment. One of the principal 
activities of the organization is to attempt to influence the votes of 
legislators by having its members mail letters or printed cards to Mem- 
bers of Congress and others. 


The American Nutrition Society, American Academy of Applied Nutri- 
tion, Natural Food Associates, Boston Nutrition Society, and National 
Health Federation have as their principal objective the promotion of so- 
called natural or unprocessed foods and carry on a continuous propaganda 
war against all other foods which they refer to as processed or refined. 
It is their basic tenet that the major cause of disease and poor health 
is "devitalized" foods and they spread the four myths of nutrition: 

1. That all diseases are due to faulty diet; 

2. That soil depletion causes malnutrition; 

3. That commercial food processing destroys 

the nutritive value of foods, and 
4. That most Americans suffer from subclinical 


deficiencies and therefore need to supple- 


ment their diets with various concoctions. 


The Truth About Our Food Supply 

It is not true that the American food supply is deficient in vita- 
mins, minerals, and other essential nutrients. This is the "big lie" of 
nutritional quackery. It is the theme song of a persistent propaganda 
campaign to undermine public confidence in the nutritional adequacy of 
staple foods, and thereby to “soften up the market" for special dietary 
products. 

The truth is that the American food supply is unsurpassed through- 
out the world in both quantity and nutritional value. Our farming and 
food processing industries have provided the American people with an 
ever-increasing variety of wholesome and nutritious foods. 

This basic fect was further corroborated during 1963 with new 
information from FDA's "Total Diet'' studies. These studies were made 
on market basket samples collected from grocery stores in five major 
U.S. cities during May and August. They showed that the average "mod- 
erate income'' diet recommended by the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
contains an abundance of nutritional value when prepared and cooked by 
usual home kitchen procedures. 

The "total diet'' studies, which began in May 1961 in the Washing- 
ton, D.C., area, were originally planned to discover how much strontium- 
90 and cesium-137 are in all food and drink consumed daily. They were 
extended this year to include analyses for pesticide residues and protein 
and vitamin content. 

The samples were analyzed for protein, vitamin A, thiamine, ribo- 


flavin, and niacin. In each instance the amounts of nutrients present 
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were greater than the Recommended Daily Allowances of the Food and Nutri- 
tion Board of the National Research Council. The samples were also ana- 
lyzed for vitamin Bg and vitamin B,5. No allowances have been established 
for these vitamins, but the amounts found were well above the amounts esti- 
mated as required for good nutrition. 

The studies also showed that the amount of pesticide residue pres- 
ent was well within limits to be expected if safe tolerance limits for 
individual pesticides are observed. They further showed that the radio- 
activity present was well within the amounts considered by the Federal 
Radiation Council as acceptable for lifetime consumption under normal 
peacetime conditions. 

The results of the studies were publicized by news release and 
through articles in FDA's Monthly Report on Enforcement and Compliance. 

The studies on pesticide residue and radioactivity are being con- 
tinued, but it is not considered necessary to repeat the analyses for 
nutrients. 

Important staple foods such as flour, bread, milk, margarine, 
corn meal, and rice contain added vitamins and minerals under standards 
set by the Food and Drug Administration. The so-called protective 
foods -- fruits, leafy vegetables, dairy products, etc. -- have become 
widely used in the national diet. As a result of such developments, 
coupled with nutrition education in our schools, the once prevalent diet- 
deficiency diseases such as rickets and pellagra have virtually disap- 
peared in America, 


Persons in good health who eat a variety of foods have no need 
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to worry about nutritional deficiencies. Foods, not pills, are the best 
sources of vitamins, minerals, and other nutrients. 

BUT IF SYMPTOMS OF DISEASE OR ILL HEALTH ARE PRESENT, DO NOT TRY 
TO DOCTOR YOURSELF WITH ''HEALTH FOODS" -- CONSULT YOUR PHYSICIAN PROMPTLY. 
Some Hallmarks of Nutrition Quackery 

Beware of promoters who rush to cash in on new developments in 
medicine and science to get attention for their products and their ex- 
aggerated claims. 

A good example is the attempted exploitation of legitimate medi- 
cal research which seeks to determine the relationship, if any, between 
certain heart ailments and the kind of fats consumed in the diet. Much 
more research is needed on this question. But numerous promoters are 
taking advantage of incomplete research and are offering products which 
are claimed to protect against heart disease but which actually have not 
been proved of value for that purpose. 

The 'Soil Depletion" Myth 

Many food supplements are even promoted on the myth that our soils 
have become so depleted that the foods they produce no longer provide 
their normal nourishment! 

The facts are that research has demonstrated that the nutritional 
values of our crops are not significantly affected by either the soil or 
the kind of fertilizer used. Only the yield is affected. Lack of iodine 
in soil or water, of course, has been shown to cause goiter, but this is 
the only disease definitely associated with a soil deficiency. Iodized 
salt, and wider distribution of foods containing iodine, have virtually 


eliminated this problem. 
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Misapplied Research - Vitamin E 


Research on livestock feeding has provided much valuable scienti- 


fic information on nutrition. This, however, is frequently misinterpreted 
and exploited. The food quack concludes that if a certain substance is 
found to be needed by some species of animal or even by plants, it must 
be needed by man, and immediately he offers a product on the market with 
extravagant claims. A classic example of this is vitamin E, known to be 
required by rats and by poultry, but promoted for humans with claims that 
it will restore sexual potency and fertility. It has also been claimed 
to be good for heart disease and muscular dystrophy. There is no valid 
evidence that it is good for any of these conditions in humans. Further- 
more, Vitamin E is so widely distributed in the diet that a deficiency 

is highly improbable. 

Schemes such as these are often difficult to stop through enforce- 
ment action alone. To a large extent they can be thwarted only through 
widespread public understanding of the facts -- so that prospective cus- 
tomers will recognize the false claims of self-styled food experts and 


promoters. 


Here is a list of products and practices to beware of: 


"Shotgun" vitamin formulas: Food supplements that contain scores 


of different ingredients are designed only to impress the gullible. There 
are only 12 vitamins and minerals which are recognized by nutritional ex- 
perts as appropriate for a general food supplement. 


"Loaded" formulas: It is a waste of money and in some instances 
dangerous to use high potency vitamin preparations without medical super- 
vision. 

"Natural" and "organic" foods: In general these are wholesome 
foods but not more wholesome than other foods. They are supposed to be 
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produced without the aid of chemical fertilizers, pesticides, or food 
additives, but it is questionable whether very many are actually grown 
and processed in the manner represented. Frequently they are an expen- 
sive source of nutritional factors which are readily available in ordi- 
nary foods costing much less. Laboratory and clinical research has 
proved that synthetic vitamins have the same biological response in man 
as the naturally occurring vitamins. 


"Miracle!' foods: Do not rely on foods offered as cures for any- 
thing except recognized nutritional deficiencies. Examples of such foods 
include carrot juice for leukemia, apple cider vinegar as a general cure- 
all, garlic pills for high and low blood pressure, lecithin for coronary 
disease, powdered grapefruit for diabetes, vitamin E for muscular dys- 
trophy, and royal bee jelly for sexual rejuvenation and as a cosmetic. 


Reducing products: A vast area of deception. There are no drugs 
which are effective to control appetite which are safe to take without 
medical supervision. Most reducing products which can be purchased with- 
out a prescription are food supplements, which have no effect on food 
intake. What you pay for (if you expect any results) is the little cir- 
cular containing the diet plan which tells you to eat less. 


Mail order products: Exaggerated claims are very prevalent in 
mail order literature on health products. The Postmaster General has 
warned that quackery in this field is at an all-time high. This warn- 
ing applies particularly to mail promotion of nutritional products. 


Doorbell ''doctors'': Beware of any house-to-house vitamin dealers 
who attempt to discuss your health and dietary problems and to give ad- 
vice regarding them. They are salesmen -- not doctors. 


"Health food" lecturers: Modern version of the old-time patent 
medicine pitchman is the so-called health food lecturer who hires a hall 
and offers one or more free lectures as the come-on for the paid series 
which follows. Usually he sells a line of "natural'’ food items and spe- 
cial cooking utensils at fantastic prices. When he falsely claims that 
such products will prevent or cure disease -- as he often does -- he is 
subject to criminal prosecution. He is a quack. 


Popular books on nutrition: Many of them contain some good infor- 
mation but should not be relied on for self-diagnosis of nutritional prob- 
lems. Frequently they contain advice which is medically unsound and would 
be especially harmful to some individuals following it. 

The "Folk Lore! of Nutrition 


The job of informing the public about nutrition quackery is made 


more difficult by the tremendous quantities of misinformation, pseudo- 
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science, and plain "hokum'' reaching the public through various channels. 
Books and magazine articles particularly are sources of false informa- 
tion concerning diet. 

For example, a best-selling book of not long ago was "Folk Medi- 
cine" by Dr. D. C. Jarvis. This book prescribed unpasteurized honey and 
apple-cider vinegar for preventing or treating 60 conditions or classes 
of conditions ranging from heart attacks to falling hair. No legal ac- 
tion appéars possible to prevent the publication of such medical non- 
sense. However, when a mixture of unpasteurized honey and apple-cider 
vinegar was offered for sale, accompanied by the book, the Food and Drug 
Administration was able to seize the book as "labeling" under the Food, 
Drug, and Cosmetic Act. A similar action against the book "Calories 
Don't Count" associated with safflower oil capsules has been mentioned 
earlier in this report. These are the exceptions, however. Usually 
the book or magazine article does not "accompany" the product in such 
a way as to make seizure possible. 

Thus, all too frequently, the unwary and uninformed, having read 
somewhere of the magic contained in a "health food," resort to self- 
diagnosis, and a serious medical problem remains unchecked. 

A list of court actions against false or misleading promotions 
of vitamin-mineral products and "health foods" completed since the first

abundance of important elements found in all living cells.
